BC buys pumps for landfill 


Boyne City will be spending 
some money in order to save some 
in the future as the city com- 
mission agreed to purchase a por- 
table well pump for the monitoring 
wells located in the new closed 
Boyne City landfill. 

The cost of the pump was 

$10,436.34 from  Marschalk 
Systems. According to City 
Manager Randy Frykberg, the 
new pumping unit will pay for it- 
self in savings within the next 
three years. 
The savings will come from the 
labor costs of sampling the 
monitoring wells each quarter, a 
requirement of the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR). 


Presently,-the job is done by .

. off We have. seen the transfor- 
mation and revitalization of our 
downtown and our waterfront. We 
have séen economic development, 
but most of all we have seen jobs 
available in local companies who 
were attracted to Boyne City 
_ through the foresight of our com- 
munity leaders. For their insight 
we are thankful. 

We have seen a change in our 
schools, too! Today we feel a sense 
of “Boyne Pride” not felt in many 
years. It is refreshing to see so 
many people participate at school 
community functions. It is comfor- 
ting to know that so many com- 
munity members have become in- 
volved and have taken part in 
critical decision making which will 
lead our students and community 
into the 21st century. 

One such community commit- 
tee, the Facility Utilization Study 
(FUS) Committee spent last school 
year reviewing the space needs of 
our school district. They studied 
student enrollment projections, 
grade level curriculum structures 
and cost-effective uses of existing 
space. They found critical 
classroom shortages at the 
elementary and middle school 
levels, and after extensive 
discussion, developed a plan of ac- 
tion to meet the basic space needs 
of our school district. 

The FUS Committee plan of ac- 
tion will be voted on this Tuesday, 
September 25, 1990. The outcome 
of the Bond Issue is critical! 

As classes with 70 to 80 studen- 
ts graduate from the high school, 
they are being replaced with in- 
coming kindergarten classes of 120 
to 130 students, This year our kin- 
dergarten through sixth grades 
each have between 102 and 130 
students, our seventh through 
twelfth grades each have between 


* 


64 and 89 shidentat in them. 

At the Middle School, where the 
space problem is most critical, we 
have made a-classroom out of half 
of the library, converted a storage 
room into a small classroom and, in 
order to use the band room as a 
classroom, are transporting band 
students to the high school. 

To understand how definite and 
critical the space problem is, one 
needs to realize that middle school 
enroliments will continue to grow 
based on the number of students 
we now have in the lower grade 
levels. The elementary school faces 
the same problem, only not as 
severe, The high school will start 
to feel the crunch in two (2) years 
when classes with 120-plus studen- 
ts begin to flow into the 9th grade. 

What we make of our children 
and our community in the future 
will depend on the classrooms we 
build today! It will take two (2) 
years to complete construction on 
the classroom needs outlined by 
the FUS Committee. It will take 
the next six months to prepare 
detailed drawings and bid 
the project in order to begin con- 
struction in the spring of 1991. If 
we do not begin now, it will be 
another year, or more, before we 
can begin to construct the needed 
classroom space. 

Understanding taxes and our 
pocketbooks, the board of 
education will structure the bond 
issue to keep the cost at or below a 
net increase of 2 mills. Bond 
payments will be spread over thir- 
ty (80) years, so that those who use 
the facilities now (and those who 
will use them later) will pay 
proportionately the same. The cost 
for 2 mills would be $50.00 per 
year on a house valued at $50,000 
with an SEV of $25,000. 

The plan of action developed by 
the community-based FUS Com- 
mittee is important to our com- 
munity, to our educational 
program and to the “Boyne Pride” 
we now feel. A well planned 
educational program, sensitive to 
the needs of our community, is 
what the bond issue on September 
25, 1990, is all about! Please sup- 
port our schools, help make a dif- 
ference and make a better 
tomorrow for our community. 
Boyne Pride!

Hunters urged to apply early 
fordoe permits, antlerless deer 


Hunters are encouraged to ap- 
ply early for their antlerless deer 
license, the application for which 
must be postmarked no later than 
Sept. 24. The anterless hunting 
guides, which contain the ap- 
plications, are now available at 
license dealers throughout the 
state. 

The Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) expects 425,000 
hunters to apply for the 386,959 
available licenses. Application 
procedures for 1990 are the same 
as in 1989. 

Successful applicants, to be 
selected from a computer drawing, 
‘will be mailed their anterless, deer 
hunting licenses by Nov. 1. 

The licenses will be valid only 
for deer without antlers or with 
antlers less than three inches in 
length during the firearm, muz- 

or Dec. 1, 1990, through 
Jan. 1, 1991, archery deer hunting 
season, 

In addition, hunters may take an* 
antlered deer on their first deer 
hunting license and purchase, a 
second buck license. The antlerless 
deer hunting license provides a 


; (4 


bonus deer, but there will be no 
areas this year where more than 
one antlerless license will be issued 
per applicant. 

Resident and nonresident deer 
hunters who wish to apply for an- 
terless deer hunting licenses must 
first purchase a 1990 passbook and 
a 1990 archery or firearm deer 
hunting license before purchasing 
the application card for a $8 
nonrefundable fee. 

Hunters may apply for one of 
146 deer management units open 
for hunting antlerless deer. The 
Open units are shown on a map in 
the antlerless deer application 
guide. 

Individuals may apply for 
either general or private land an- 
tlerless deer hunting licenses. 
Landowners, family members, 
leases, and invited guests are 
eligible to apply for private land 
antlerless deer hunting licenses, 
These licenses are valid on 40 or 
more contiguous acres of huntable 
land. Individuals can submit only 
one application.

However; on ‘the ground, when 

: viewed at close range, it loses all 
semblance of avian beauty. Black 
or blackish brown, sexes are 
similar in size and appearance. The 
bare skin of head and neck are dull 
red with sparse bristles. The legs 

' are fleshy white. 

“If aerial flight is graceful and 
majestic, on the ground it is a 
bumbling, awkward avian. Attem- 
pting to be. airborne it leans for- 
ward and hops and stumbles until 
it clears the terrain. . 

But, perhaps, its greatest asset 
is its ability to clean up dead 

. animals, be they road kills, 
domestic or wild. It will, however, 
kill and eat. newly born pigs and 


The. vultures are slovenly 
nesters using no materials. Eggs 
are laid on the bare floor of caves, 
on rocks, or in hollow stumps. 


-A few-years ago I was alerted to 
a nest in an old abandoned house in 
the hills southwest of Bay Shore. 

In the loft of the house access 
was easy for the whole. window 
frame was missing. On the floor 


- close to the slanting roof, one 


young downy white. chick, about 


..the size of a man’s fist, huddled on 


the bare floor. 

The stench from the excrement 
and regurgitated carrion was 
overpowering. And luckily the 
oderiferous nestling didn’t 
regurgitate its foul smelling gullet 
contents. 

Some years ago, when I was 
based at Langley Field, bo srr 
with the Army Air Corps, I visited 
a turkey vulture rookery near a 


pig farm. The vultures scavenged -
